The Bnt of April li the date oo which trout mey be legally 
ceught, killed, or had Id poeeeacloo after klUtug, Id the State of 
New York, aod elnce Mr. Blackford, five yeare ago, eet the faab- 
loo of a formal opening of the eeaeon by a dleplay of all procura- 
lile forme aod eb^ee of color which the flah from different locall- 
llet display, It has gradnally grown In faeor until anglers, epi¬ 
cures sod icbthyologlsU lo(A forward to the " trout opening at 
Blackford's" much as the female of our species anticipates the 
tirst public exhibition of monstrosities In head coverings at the 
lulUlner’s. Other dealers make a display of such trout as they 
may purchase of one or two persons at the lowest rates, but as 
Mr.BIsckford spares no expense to obtain specimens from notonly 
our own country, but from any part of the world. It has naturally 
caused flshculturlsts to strive to excel each other In their displays 
upon bis slabs where they are certain to be seen by all whose 
tastes Incline them to soidi an exhibition. 

This, the sixth annual opening, lasted three days, and that 
portion of Fulton Market was crowded from morning until night, 
long after the usual business hours, with gentleinen, many of 
whom came from a distance on purpose to Inspect the flsh, relieved 
by an occasional fair form In seal skin who braved the crowded 
market to behold the beauties. 

With a slight feeling of pride we present our readers with an 
Illustration of one side of the display, which gives an excellent 
view of part of It. Those who are acquainted with the chief will 
see that our artist has caught him very fairly. The different con¬ 
signments of dead trout were separate by lines of living moss 
and bouquets of flowers were placed at tntervals, which with the 
scrubbing, varnishing, and kalsomlning previously done made the 
dingy old market look many years younger. 

The new tanks of marble- 
Ized slate and plate glass 
were swarming with live 
trout, from a quarter of a 
pound to two pounds weight, 
with a few salmon, grayling, 
lake trout, and gold flsh, 
forcibly recitlliDg Tennyson’s 
*' Brook," until at times the 
roar of traffic outside, sub- 
ilued by the hum of viritors, 
seemed to shape itself Into 
the lines: 

' I wind shoot, and In and out. 

With bore a blossom sailing. 

.\Dd here and there a lusty 

tront. 

And here and there a grayling." 

It brought pleasant recol¬ 
lections to many an old 
angler, aud the faces of men 
were ss good a study as the 
trout, to see the eye light up 
with the old fire ss the sise 
or form of some particularly 
large or muscular specimen 
fixed the old angler's gaze 
and brought to mind a strug¬ 
gle beneath the hemlocks 
and birches years ago, and 
with compressed lip and a 
grip on his cane as If it were 
his trusty old"secood-growth 
ash" with Isnce-wood tip, the 
veins stand out upon his fore¬ 
head for a moment as be for¬ 
gets his surroundings ami 
his thought chimes with 
Betbune’s: 

"Uh, for the cast with shrilly 

lOTirt 

or golden wing and hackle. 

The ready twist of the thrilling 

wrist. 

The strain of tod aod tackle; 

The gallant play ol the silver 

prey. 

Keel spinning as they ask It; 

Aod tbs angler's pride, when 

by bis side, 

They fill the smple basket." 

But a crowd soon brings 
a man to a sense of his true 
position, and with a sigh the 
old merchant turns to bis 
place of bnslness and makes 
no end of mistakes all day, 
for bis mind Is elsewhere. 

• * * * 

We have been obliged to cut out nearly a column written under 
the inspiration of the old gentleman whom we were describing, 
having caught his disease, but as we began to tell about the dis¬ 
play of trout, we will try and confine a truant pen, which prefers 
the brookside to the market. 

The post of honor was accorded to a fine lot of Irish lake 
trout, from Lough Neagh, which were sent by Mr. Thomas J. 
Moore, curator of the Free Museum at Liverpool. 

These flsh were laid ou a stiver salver, and were topped off with 
a spectmeu weighing elght-and-a-half pounda They were of an 
orange-brown, with black X marks, which visitors tried hard to 
liken to a shamrock or the cross of St Patrick, and were prob¬ 
ably the " gillaroo ” trout of Sir Humphrey Davy (“ Salmonla” 
pp S2-5S-fi4). He describes them as differing from the common 
trout, Salmo/ario "In appearance, very little, except that they 
have more red spots, aod a yellow or golden-colored belly and 
fins, aod are generally a broker aod thicker fish; but Internally 
they have a different organisation, possessing a large thick mus¬ 
cular stomach, which has been Improperly compart to a fowl's, 
and which generally contains a quantity of small shell flsh of 
three or four kinds." 

The live grayling sent by Professor Spencer F. Bslrd, IL 8. 
Commissioner of Fineries, attracted a great deal of attention and 
remark from the many who had read of this new addition to our 
game fishes, but now saw them for the first time. There were 
two males aod a female, the latter looking as If spawning time 
Was near. Their long confinement had somewhat dimmed their 
colors, but the graceful outlines were much admired. 

The famous ten-pound trout which wss caught a few yean ago 
by the no leas famous ao^er, Mr. Oeo. Shepard Page, vice- 
president of the American nshenltural Aaaocialloo, was In his 
glass case, gaalog with well-bred Indifference on the crowd of 
people who could Inspect trout of four pounds, aod less. In prcs- 
ence of hla avoirdupois. The most com^te exhibit was made by 
■laaes Annin, Jr., of Caledonia, N. T., the recording secretary 
of the Flihenltural AasoelaUon, who showed eggs of brook-trout

There were also some wild trout from Csuads, both green and 
frozen, some try of California salmon hatched by Mr. Blackford, 
and a splendid display of flsh portraits by Rilboume which hung 
In the office, and are beyond comparison or criticism. 

On the 3d, some fine California salmon arrived, from Mr. A. 
Booth, of Chicago, In fine condltlOD, the first of the season, and 
avers^ng fifteen pounds each. 

It is a most interesting and Instructive sight to note the great 
difference In appearance In brook trout under different con¬ 
ditions of food and water, from light amber to dark brown, and 
from slim fish, whose large heads showed poor feeding, to the 
stout, “ aldermanic ’’ trout with small heads. The sportsman’s 


prejudice against pond, liver-fed trout Is very popular, but with¬ 
out any foundation, to our pala'te, and Is repeated, parrot-llke, 
by those of limited acquaintance with them. Liver la good food 
for man, and from experience In the taste of worms, as we bite off 
a fish b^t, we are free to say that we would prefer a diet of I iver 
to a course of angle, or other worms. 

We must refer, In this connection, to Mr. Jacob Penlz, the jolly 
field editor of 7'urf, FiM and Farm, who joined us In a trout 
lunch, but when some wbite-meated flsh from McGovern’s ponds 
were selected, asked to try some very bright red fish, as he had 
always heard that the highest colored fish were the highest 
flavored, but on trying both be became satisfied that color was 
not In the least connected with flavor, as the white-meated flsh 
were, In this particular case, the beet. 

As these "openings ” are made, year by year, by Mr. Black¬ 
ford, at an expense greater than his receipts for the time, great 
credit la due him In treating the public to a comparison of tront 
from such remote points that even Great Britain Is drawn upon. 
Last year be had English and Scotch trout, but the cold back¬ 
ward season prevented Mr. Moore from obtaining specimens, other 
than the Irish flsh. 

As far as angling was concerned the season opened with a 
cold blustering day when a man could not only not get a fly. out 
against tlie g^e, but It was no use after It was out. Yet car¬ 
loads of New Yorkers went down to I-ong Island to shiver be¬ 
cause the law allowed them to do so, the few who got any trout 
acknowledge tosunkeo and trolled flies, but spurn the Imputation 
of bait, and yet there were men who did get a few Bab, which 
made olbers, whose success was not so great, cast the suspicion of 
the Ignoble worm, like a cloud, upon their reputatlona 

Practically, there Is no good, ei-joy able trouting upon Long 
Island until May, except on an unusually fotward 8piin|( like 
laat aeaaoD, when oo the Aral of April the trcea were well In bud 
and the Inaecta upon Ibe water caat do Inpalatlon of abotted line 
and wriggllDK worm upon a well Ailed cr^.

Pat 
domesticated cattle are better than wild ones, aod aa a rule we 
think that, laying aside our rnemorlea of the camp-Are and the 
chronic appetite bom of the woods, the regularly fed domestic 
Ash will ba found equal to those whose timidity causes them to 
let many a tempting morsel pass.

I have good news! About seven thousand of the American 
trout eggs finely developed have been received by M. von dem 
Borne, In Berneuchen. On tbe 11th of this month (January) 1 
was surprised by a letter from Charlestown, N. H., Informing me 
that onr correspoudlng member, Mr. Livingston Stone, one of 
the nin>t dielingulsbed of American flsh breeders, would send, on 
the 23th of December, by tbe Steamer Mosel, 10,000 eggs of the 
Hiiliiio fontinatU for the JlntbrAe Fitehtrei Vertin. At 11 p. m., 
when I received this letter,tbe Mosel had been at Bremen severs! 
days, and no one bad been there to receive the eggs. 

What telegraph and mall could do wss done; the box bad ar¬ 
rived St Bremerbsven severs! days before, but thanks to tbe esre 
of Captain Neynsber, to whom we are Indebted for many favors, 
thanks to the efforts of Dr. FInseh, and to the agent, Mr. J. H. 
Bachiuann, our treasure was well guarded from change of tern 
perature. 

1 dispatched it to Bemeu- 
chen where it arrived aboui 
a wcekafter tbe arrival of 
tbe Mosel In Bremerhaven. 

After all the expoaure of 
travel we thought ourselves 
fortunate that Mr. von deni 
Dome obtained from tbe box 
more than 7,000 sound eggs. 

The eggs were placed be¬ 
tween muslin, this was again 
placed between moss In a box 
of tin which was firmly pack¬ 
ed In sawdust. Tbe temper 
ature In the sawdust wss 
found on opening the box 
at Berneuchen, 82Falir. 
In tbe tin box, tbe moss 
was. frozen slightly on the 
outside. 

It Is Interesting that this 
elder method of packing 
which a year ago did not 
prove succesefni with our 
Californian salmon, was this 
time more favorable. It bas 
tbis advantage over Mather's 
method, that is over the 
manner In which we re¬ 
ceived this Winter our quar¬ 
ter million Callforulans, that 
00 one Is required to accom¬ 
pany and overlook the boxes.* 
Captain Neynaber had the 
kindness to place the box be¬ 
side the ice in tbe Ice room, 
thus we have Imported, not 
only tbe best American sal- 
mon,but also the best Amer- 
lean trout to our country. In 
England they have bad them 
longer, aud tbe English testi¬ 
fy to its being better than 
our brook trout, Satmofario, 
because It has all tbe good 
qualities of the latter aud 
grows much faster. For the 
same reason tbIs trout is 
greatly appreciated in Amer¬ 
ica. It Isa new proof of kind 
and fraternal feeling In Mr. 
Stone In sending us this un¬ 
expected present, and I re¬ 
peat to him the heartfelt 
thanks of the Drultrh* Fiichmi Vtrtin. 

What will we do with our new treasure! We must to-day de¬ 
cide upou Its distribution; firstly,it Is to be desired that tbe fry to 
be hoped for may be brought up In enclosed water, separate from 
other trout, until they show signs of breeding; secondly. It is to 
be desired tiist In reference to tbe above condition tbe brood may 
be distributed over a series of places. I expect offers from our 
honored fellow-workers, but will remark that sending brood 
without an attendant is not allowed. 

All reports are favorable In respect to tbe growth of the Call- 
forota salmon; special communication will be made at a proper 
time. 

We bad hardly been successfnl with the transportation wbeu 
critics were ready to doubt tbe advantage of the Importation. 1 
communicated with Prof. Baird and received tbe following 
answer:

DasaBia:—In regard to several Imrioried flshsa. we bsvs Jnst.ucb 
doubters tnd critics ss yon have. To those who mslntsln that the Call, 
lurols bsIdioo has not so fins s fl.vor ss that uf tbe Rnlne, I ■Impl.v 
answer that It la beUsr than none, and ss the Callfomls salmon nn- 
donbtsdly doss not feed In the rivers, bnt seeks Us food In the ocean. 
Us presence In the Rhine or eleewhere will not Interfere with the 
utmost possible development of other fitb. It only rrqoirts tree par- 
ssgs to drpoell lie eggs, sod It, afterward. It should out return to tbe 
oenn, but die In Ibe river, others come sod take its place. 

As regards myself, I do not coincide with tbe opinion that tbe fli^h 
dies after Us flist spawning Urns. It Is not s matter of impostibllUy 
that soma of these Osh may die after bsringbeenexbsnslad by repssivd 
fptwDlog. bnt If they die at Ibe flrvt apswnlnii bow la It that we find 
In onr western strssms fish of this kind from ten to seventy ponnds In 
weight? They certainly cannot lesch this weight in ibslrsl four or 
Its years of Ibsir lives. Tbe tms sxplansilon of this elrcnmtt.ace. Is, 
In my opinion, to be found In the snormous number, in ihsprssence 
of the migrating flsh, and In thsexbansllon oecssloncd by their restless 
efforts to ascend to Ibs nppi r waters, wblibar the yisasagc Is difficult. 
It ocenrs frvqosntly that flsb are found In mlgrailon whose Bos are 
compleluly worn to a stomn, and whose nstber parts srs sore sod blssd- 
Ing It may fftvs you an Mss of lbs snormous unmbsr of Csllfomla 
aefmon wbsu I mention that Mr. Btone often rsnght Bfisen to twenty 
tons In tbs eoarsc of s dsy while flshiBg for s supply of rips spawning 
flsh Bvaiicia F. Baibd, Commltsloaer. 

Other reports of American flsh breeder! are before me, all 
agreeing that no flab, especially no salmon, equals the Callfoniisn 
la extreme vigor, rapidity of growth, tbe power to sustain hra 
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and cold and In the energy of lU migrating IniUnct which diivae 
it from the tea to the rirer eourcea, dUUncee equal to thoae from 
the Black Sea, to placet In Sigmaiiogeo, where we distributed a 
young brood In the previous year, and recently again 50,000 little 
fish of the same kind. May the Californian, of all things, be¬ 
come a useful migratory salmon to the Danube, which heretofore 
bad no such llsh. Von Bbhr.

Editor Chicago Field: —Tbu«e wbo have bUiueO Secretary 
Evarta for tardlDeta In hla Irealmeut of the fishery question bare 
done blm Injuatlce. The Senate took the matter In Its own 
bands early In the last session, snd retained It until Just before 
Its close, and the Secretary was forced to walL Mesntlme, how¬ 
ever, the Gloucester dibnrmen, the persons most directly Inter¬ 
ested In the British American fisheries, notified Secreiary Erarts 
formally, by a deputation lent on here, that they held the fishing 
rights secured under the treaty snd arhitratiuu to be of no value 
or Importance to them, and that so far aa they who use them are 
concerned they wish nothing so much as to see the treaty abro¬ 
gated. 

As will be eeeu by the date of the document below, from which 
the seal of secrecy has just beeu removed, It was nut until the 
37tb of February that the Senate In secret session adopted this 
resolution:

MR. EVAUTS' COBHESFONIIEKCE. 

It is understood that this resolutiou was adopted by the unan¬ 
imous vole of the Senate, and It Is also understood on good au¬ 
thority that aa soon as S^reUry Everts was notified of its pas¬ 
sage, be began s correspondenee with the British government, 
looking to an Immediate abrogation of the treaty. 

By the terms of the treaty and of the arbitration the United 
States admit Canadian fish and fish oils free of duty, and pay be¬ 
sides tS,50U,0UU for twelve years' use of the shore fisheries in 
Canadian waters. The English and Csnsdlsns maintained In the 
arbitration that free fish and fish oil were of little or no impor¬ 
tance to them and that the advantages they gave to our fisher¬ 
men were so prepooderatlngly great that we ought to pay them 
$15,0<X),UU0 fur twelve yeara' use of these rights. This was the 
amount they iiislstedon. The arbitrators cut It down to $5,500,- 
000. This sum having been paid by the United States, and the 
treaty, which the English and Canadians assert Is, ssside from 
this money, extremely advantageous to them, having still six years 
to run, Secreury Evarts now proposes to the British govern¬ 
ment that it shall keep our money and let the treaty stop at once. 
It la not easy to see how Lord Salisbury can refuse this offer,which 
In the British and Canadian view Is purely advautageous to them, 
for it gives them the whole award fur half the time It wai to 
cover and releases them at once from all further obligations to 
us. 

Secretary Evarta waa careful to keep this question open, snd 
in his dlspsbch of September 27, last yesr. Instructed Minister 
Welsh ss follows: 

You will, however, very earueetly press upon Lord Ssllsbary'i nt- 
teotlOD. Id sdvsnce of sny decisratloo from tier Mtjesly’t government 
of Ibuir present views or the vslos of oar markets for the products of 
tbe provincial fisheries, that Ibis government has not chioged or si all 
modified Its opiuinos on tbie cnbject. To dissemble or conceal from 
Her Msjeely'e governmeni this fscl would be UDCsndld, snd, by silence 
on oar part now, breed mlecblef for fnlnre contentions or neKOtlstions. 
This govoromeut hold, now (as It did by tbe month of he high commie 
sloners in tbe conferences on tbe subject of tbe fieberiee which pro¬ 
duced Ibe |•ertlnenl sriiclee of the treaty) that free fish and fish oil 
would be mors than so eoulvslent for those fisheries. The measure of 
necnolary value which 1 nave drawn from the revenue lose to the 
United buiee, cslcnlsied with extrema moderation, ie an Insdeqnsts 
expression of the beuedt to provincial Intcrssts sod Injury to our own 
from free Importstlooa. 

It la still tbe opinion of this government that tbe poeeeaalan of onr 
market Is of vlul importance to the maritime provinces, and each pos- 
aeeelon a formidsble menace. If not s fstsl wound, to onr own fisMog 
intereets. I do not think that I misunderstand or misrepresent Iboas 
liiterests when I say tbsLstanding ss we now do midwav In the treaty 
period. It would be better for thoee Interests to •nrreoder lbs eojoy- 
meol of the ashing privilege of Article 18 for tbe remaining six years 
of tbe twelve upon s resumption bv this government of the control of 
our own market for tble nneipirea period. If Her Hsjssty'e govern¬ 
ment snd tbe provinrisi staleanen are firm In tbs opinion Ibsttne con. 
cession of article 18 psru with so much to ns, and tbe concesalon 01 
article 81 la vtiuelese to British snd Provincial Interssta. It may well bo 
worth while for tbe two govarnmenu to coneider wbeiher s mntnsi re 
sampUon of Iheee exchanged Interests may not be desirable. 

In reply to this. Lord Salisbury, on November 7, reiterated his 
uplnloD that free deb and fish oil were a totally Inadequate return 
for the Canadian concessions to our fishermen. He wrote: 

Believing. In agreement with the majority of ths eommlaainn. that 
they war. busvy losers by tbe exchange of eonceeslons couuloed In 
articles IS.lltsnd II of tbe treaty.they nsvartbelssa have for fivs yean al¬ 
lowed IbiMie couceaelone to come into fo ce, trnetlog to tbe compenss- 
tlon which tbe commission wonid give to them. That they have dons 
so Is s anfllclent proof that they did not snticipsts a coottrnctlon of tbs 
tr.aty which would make tbe delivery uf so award almoel Impoealble. 
A valnable property has artnally paesed Into tbs enjoyment of otbsn 
and cannot be rcoailed. The price to be paid for It was to be determ¬ 
ined later >y a (rlbnnal agreed npon betwsan tbs par'las. 

Tbls price '* which tbs United Ststss have paid. Sscretsry Kvsrts 
now proposes ebsllgo for slxlostssd of twelve years' nee of tbe fieberiee 
by onr people. We shell surrender wltboit compenastlon sll tbe rest 
of these vslnsble rtghls. 

As the Canadians have claimed that the treaty waa Injurious to 
their luterests, they certainly will he willing to abrogate It now 
that we propoee to surrender all the advantagee for which we paid.

LlviBg Eggs from Dead Flub. 

Grand Lamb Stream, Maine. 

Editor Cbioaoo Firld ;—I read Mr. AddIs' note ou hatching 
eggs taken from dead trout, with much Interest. I have done 
the same thing with salmon several times. In the report of tbe 
United Statei Commission of Flab and Fiabeiiss for 1872 and 
1878, are reported the following Instances from my experience: 

1. (Kept. p. 337, 9th line from bottom) Nov. 1871. A female 
■simoo canght at a distance was killed and carried several miles 
to the batching botite, where her eggs were taken and milted. 
They were not so well fecundatd aa the other lots. 

9. (Kept. p. 886) Lot 143, Nov. «, 1878. A salmon waa killed 
In a rack at tbe hatching bouse dam, eggs taken two hours after 
death. Impregnation 58} per oenL ^ 

8 (Kept, p 285) Lot 178, Nov. 10. 1872. Two females found 


dead In a brook yielded 9,300 eggs (hence some of them mnat 
have been already laid) and 07} per cent, were afterwards Im¬ 
pregnated. 

4. (Kept. p. 380) Lot 104, Nov. It, 1873 Several apeclmens 
that bad been kllM two days before, were taken In hand for pre¬ 
servation. In their ovaries were found reinsinlng 3,'200 eggs 
that appeared to be good; they were milted In usual way but 
none Impregnated. 

5. (Kept p. 386) Lot 20b, Nov. 13, I80'2. From two dead, 
nearly s|ieot female salmon were taken 1,100 eggs, and applica¬ 
tion of milt resulted In impregnation of 35 per cent 

11. (Kept. p. 280) Lot 227, Nov. 15, 1872. From a salmon 
that bail been dead fifteen hours we took 40U eggs, but did not 
sueeeed In Impregnating any uf them. 

7. (Kept. p. 380) Lot 8.20, Nov. 15, 1872. (If ,500 eggs from 
dead salmon we Impregnated 92} per cent 

8. (Kept. p. 280) Lot 351, Nov 18,1873. Uf 3U0 eggs from 
dead salmon, we Imjiregnated 30 per cent 

9. (Kept p. 380) Lot 253, Nov. 10. 150 eggs taken yesterday 

from same fish as No. 8, snd kept over without water, were 
milted to-dsy; result 1'2} percent Impregnated 

Taking eggs from living fish, and keeping them in a pan with¬ 
out water, snd afterward milting, resnlted In tbe Impregnation 
of 90 per cent, after exposure of twelve hours-, 87} per cent 
after thirty hours; 75 per cent after two days; 112} per cent 
after four days. 

Since then I have tried many experiments of this sort, and tbe 
results in general confirm tbe conclusions Indicated by the above 
notea. Cbas. Q. Atkins.

\ Day's Fibbing in Oregon. —Portland. Oregon .—KiUor 
Chicago Field-. —On Saturday, March 1, a parly of four " bad ” 
fishermen (among the number the writer) left Pori land for a day's 
sport, on the Johnson creek, s few miles from Portland, on tbe 
oppoelte side of the river. After an hour's brisk walk we arrived 
at the creek, and at once commenced operations. The first place 
we threw In, we caught several fine sjteckled beauties, and were 
congrstalstiug ourselves on our certsluty uf hsvlug all the trout 
we wanted, where the aforesaid trout suddenly stopped biting, 
snd no art we could bring to bear would entice them to our 
hooks, so we gave It up In despair, and continued our walk to 
.Milwaukee, several miles further on, fishing down the creek most 
of the way. 

When we come to the month of tbe creek we compared notes, 
or rather baskets, and fonnd the total number of trout caught 
was seventeen; one of them caught by the “ Commodore " being 
eighteen Inches long, and must have weighed 3} pounds, which 
we consider a very fair weight for a brook trout. The “ Doctor " 
captured tbe moet flab, and said be waa of the opinion that be 
caught all of them In the month and did not believe that the fish 
were In the habit of “ biting ” with their tails. The writer 
caught very few fish, but distinguished himself by bis cajutclty 
for “grub" and Incapacity tor doing anything else. Tbe 
object In writing this sketch was, not to advertise tbe number of 
trout “ killed “ but the titnt of the year In which It was done. 

I fancy that tbe Eastern fishermen have not yet even had an oppor¬ 
tunity to cast a halt, especially for trout. In about a mouth our 
“ bait ” fishing will be In Its glory, when I think I can write some¬ 
thing more interesting than the above for the edification of your 
numerous readers, sud until then I desist. Jonas C. 


A ViRoiNiA Fish Story. —Yesterday, Dr. Kowland, of Prince 
George County, bad occasion to make a visit to Jones's mill on 
Swift Creek, about two miles from the city. While walking near 
tbe bahks of tbe stream be discovered, in tolerably shallow 
water, a school of fish of large slxe.

—In a recent Issue we mentioned 
hearing tbe shove namee applied to the pirate perches by tbe 
darkey boys In Louisiana, but that It was impossible tu determine 
what name was intended by their pronunciation.

It has hitherto fallen to the lot of my pen to write a good deal 
about setters, hut I am told that the subject Is not nearly ex¬ 
hausted, and numerous correspundents have expressed a hope 
that I will treat both English and Irish setters In the same style 
as I have done the pointers, that is, to say sll 1 know about such 
dogs as may be bred from at the present lime, and to coiiinienee 
such a aeries I must give a list of them, such ss w ss published In 
Itetl of Jan. 4, enumerating all the pointers that to my mind » ere 
worth the consldenition of breeders. The English setter list Is, 
however, the longer, and It Is a vastly more tender subject b) 
treat, as, differing from pointers, there has sprung up of Isle 
years a kind of recognised center, and various breeders have dif¬ 
fered, and continue to differ, as to tbe amount of adherence to lie 
paid to It. Of courae I mean by this center the Laversek breed 
of setter, snd perhaps there Is no name more widely spread, or 
been abused with greater asperity, than the surname of that quiet 
little old man who was known snd much esteemed by a great 
many as Edward Lsverack. I have taken up his cudgels more 
than once, both In bis lifetime and since his death, simply ami 
•olely on the score of fair play. I like to see every msii praetlce 
exactly what be preaches, snd I have always followed the rule, to 
lift my pen against sny policy that has a tendency in tbe cuntrary 
direction. Now, in all the abuse that has beeu leveled against 
the Laveracks there has beeu an undercurrent to show that the 
parties Uking such a course have lieen trying to throw the |)ubllc 
off the line which they themselves have beeu strictly following 
I believe there are a few honest opponents of Lsverack blood, 
but they are uot many, and 1 know there are a great many ken 
nels whose excellence is entirely built upon Lsverack strains, 
though tbe wishes of the owners would he to show that this is nm 
the csseiSnd that the credit Is due elsewhere. Myowuopltiluti Ihuvc 
before expressed, namely, that there was an old English breed of 
setter, dating more than two centuries hack, aud that In ceituin 
quarters It was lusiDtained for many years, probably wlllilu llu- 
recollecttou of some sportsmen still living, but that the major 
portion of the sort was gradually lost and iiiongrellzed. There 
may be to tbls day other families of setters besides the Laveracks 
that have a pure descent, but I have never known anyone, li.it 
old Laversek, although I have Interrogated a great many [lersons 
on the subject, who has been able to set down a fair and fi|Usre 
pedigree Uhle of forty years. We hear people say, “ .My grand 
father bad a breed,” and of course this must have been the best, 
ss the old gentleman was such a thorough sportsman; hut some¬ 
how or other I have never seen the sense of this argument, as I 
have known some very good sportsmen who owned some very 
capital doga, but they would not have taken any oaths alHint 
their pedigrees. The only roan who has handed down any iltlng 
like a ship-shape-looking pedigree Uhle as regards English sei 
tors Is old Laverack, and If It had not been for this old breedei 
everything In connection with sellers would have been In a cum 
plete fog, and tbe sort would have stood at fifty yeara liehiml 
pointeri, whose pedigrees have lieen tolerably well traceil Ihioiigli 
several sources during that period. It might have turned out 
that Laverack was the chorlsUn some people tried to make liliii. 
but what he said has turned out to be correct, ss In all breeding, 
whether It la horaea, cattle, abeep, doga, or anything else, the 
truth must come out lu the second or third generation, ami In 
dogs more than any other animals the white feathers or other 
signs of mongRsI blood are as certain to make ibelr apjxjsram'e 
ss tbe seasons of the year come round. There have been other 
atralns of English setters that have certainly shown good signs, 
aa, for Instance, Armstrong’s Duke, and Mr. Sutler’s Rhiebc, hut 
the signs were here and there. Duke bit well with Kh.rbe, Imi 
after that where can we find any hitting to Duke excepting that 
Duke’s sister hit well with Lsverack, and Duke's sou, has 
done likewise; but doubtless Duke Was used s good deal besides, 
and where la any of the family to he found f It waa a pretty goml old 
Engllah setter strain, no doubt, but It was not stroug enough to 
ImproTs auy lower strain than Itself, or was there enough of It To 
be kept aa a special line to breed In and Id witbt The Lavrrai k.

WhAt ■ glorious plK« WuhIngtoD Is (or k nktarkllst to risitl 
It mstters little what his special predilection la, there la always 
enough (or him to see, and plenty o( people to reciprocate his 
enthusiasm. No matter how o(ten he goes, in that storehonae and 
focus o( sctentlttc learning and materiid there Is always something 
new. They think no more o( making a grand big volume about 
those Institutions (or which the government printing offlce (urn- 
Isbespresaee, than we do o( writing a newspaper article; and 
gener^ly they are very Important books too. The government 
has been publishing to much and so rapidly o( late that we 
bavn’t time to appreciate one book be(ore another comes out and 
distracts our attention. Still there are enough who understand 
the case to snatch up the cream o( the pub. docs, when they first 
appear, and so many verv valuable ones have become exceedingly 
hard to obtain. All of Hayden’s works, except the "Bulletins" 
are becoming lare; Wheeler's magnificent quarto on “ Zoology " 
It Is almoet Impossible to obtain; Powell’s valuable ethnological 
works are costly and Inaccessible, and certain odd “ Reports " 
containing valuable matter to the naturalist, like Mr. H. W. El¬ 
liott’s report on Alaska, almoet out of print. It behoovee every¬ 
one therefore who la interested In natural history to keep a 
bright look out (or notice of the publication of the government’s 
books, and then make instant application. As a rule Congress 
will print fifty times as many copies of a worthless document 
as o( a carefully written and valuable one. No book Is more 
useful, for Instance, than the report of the U. 8. Fish Commission 
once In two years; yet these are rare a fortnight after printing, 
nor is a copy wasted. But there Is not a great deal of political 
ca;iltal In it, I suppose. 

The Smithsonian swings along much as usual. Professor 
Baird has made everything subservient to so complete a system, 
that it doesn’t much matter who the operators are. All the 
familiar names and laces are there, though at present, Professor 
Baird, Dr. 0111, Captain Dsll, Dr. Endlicli, Professor Rau, Mr. 
(ioode. Dr. Bean, Mr. Kidgway, and all the rest and everybody kre 
busy. 

■lust now the Smithsonian is laboring under a reptile spasm. 
At the beginning of Its existence It called on everybody to send 
anything and everything In the way of specimens of the natural 
history of the locality. Their receipts were large, but not satis¬ 
factory. Then they adopted the plan of concentrating efforts on 
one single branch. Circulars were written giving brief Instruc¬ 
tions In regard to collecting and shipment of examples of this 
branch, and these are sent to all correspondents. Very soon the 
matter begins to come In 

Just at present, as 1 said liefore, the summum 6onw>/< of all 
earthly good is represented at the Smithsonian by a living rep¬ 
tile, the more ugly and lively and vicious the better. Tou find 
them in showcases all through the rooms; in glass boxes In the 
hall; and In rude cages from cellar to garret. It will be danger¬ 
ous for a nervous person to go In there if this thing keeps on. I 
saw one taken out of his tase by an attendant the other day to 
gratify somebody’s curiosity as to length. He seized the snake— 
a huge rattler—just behind the head with a long pair of Iron nip¬ 
pers. or forceps, made (or the purpose, and hauled him out of hla 
box; then another attendant took him by the tall, and they 
pulled together; but it took all the strength of the two men to 
stretch his rigid (old straight enough to find that he was over 
four feet long. I confess I stood as far off as did the man who was 
not the good Samaritan. Should there have tieen any slip of the for¬ 
ceps, I thought I should much prefer to " pass by on the other 
side.’’ 

The latest accession is a fine, large yellow boa, from Central 
America. It was proposed to get op a fight between It and the 
king snake, and Professor Baird consented to hold the stakes, but 
on further consideration those who were backing the latter party 
declined to put up any funds. 1 understood there was a general 
Impression that It was a wise thing to do financially 

Wliat to feed the snakes Is a constant conundrum. All the 
mice In the labyrinthine old building were eaten up or fled to 
parts unknown long ago Frogs and toads are not yet generally 
accessible, and enough common little snakes do not come In to 
feed the big ones. Dr Yarrow came across a story In an old 
book of travels, not lung ago, that on the Upper Missouri an 
Indian wagered two gallons of rum with a Frenchman that a 
rattlesnake which he would let out of a box at the post would 
come back voluntarily Into the box the following year. The rum 
was furnished, the snake set free, and the subject shelved (or a 
year, when the snake came back Dr. Yarrow thought the insti¬ 
tution might parole Its captives if It got desperate on the food 
question. Nothing was said about any rum; hut If alchohol was 
necessary to the success of the experiment,! fancy all the herpet 
ologlsts would nominate a series of thumb-stralghtenersas a sub¬ 
stitute for Missouri rum. 

The “ thumb-stralghtener’’ is an eminently complicated ttock- 
tall a highly acientIHc solution of the question, ’’ What shall we 
drink f" I was present at the ceremonies attendant upon the pro¬ 
duction of one. The glass was thin, crystalline, capacious, and 
unmarred by any ornamentation likely to detract from the 
Hobriety of the undertaking. Into It was put a little pyramid of 
white sugar, down whose sides trickled a slender rill of lemon- 
Julcs squeeied fiom two tiny fragments whose acid rinds should 
lend tartness to the taste, Next came a touch of bitters -Just 
enough to turn the snowy whiteness of the sugar to a deep 
brown, and this was speedily lost In a respectable quantity of good 
rye whisky—whisky with a flavor and body. Now behold the 
two glasses side by side upon the polished table, which duplicates 
Iheir fair proportions and thus doubles the pleasurable anticipa¬ 
tions with which they are regarded, while the compounders 
shower In each a IllUe maraschino. The end approaches. It Is 
heralded by that popi and fizx-s-z! which Madame Almee knows 
so well (from experience) how to Imitate, and lo! our staid and 
sober glasses are brown and quiet no longer but boiling (onotaliia 
of champagne, which find room for overflowing and draining down 
our grateful throats. 

Such Is a thumb-stralghtener I 

Those persons who have once caught the flghtlug spirit In the 
great war wherein the European sparrow Is eanu btUi, are Irre¬ 
pressible. The end Is not yet by a long shot I I was able to 
see to-day the advance sheets of an article on the sparrow, which 
will appear lo the next ’’ Bullatio ’’ of Dr. Hayden’s survey. It 
promises to be a lively document, and will make very cheerful 
reading (or the opposition who clutter at the Bub In small but 
noisy array. Dr. Coues of course Is the writer, and he has taken 
a very effective method of emphasizing the reeaons for the faith 
that Is In him, that tlie sparrows Is a nuisance and a danger. He 
brings together In the form of a list of the books, pamphlets and 
newspaper srtlcJes snent the sparrow In America, something like 
lUM) titles, tinder each la given a vary brief but scute digest of the 
ooBtSBls and general point of the paper,usnallv In the shape of quo¬ 
tations that contain the key-word of the article. It appears from 


this record that the credit of being the first In this country to 
foresee and predict the evil to result from the Introduction of 
sparrows into America belongs lo Dr. Charles Pickering, who ex¬ 
pressed great fears lo a paper before the Boston Society of Nat¬ 
ural History, In 18117. Tbla article may be regarded as the enter¬ 
ing wedge, and as such It Is entitled to special conslderstlon. It 
was not, however, until 1874 that the controversy was fairly 
opened, though In the meantime several American »ritera ven¬ 
tured to express their apprehensions, and btgive warnings which 
passed unheeded. 

The fight once opened It Is astonishing hof many persons Umk 
a band. Even the secular press and persons who had never 
looked at a bird twice before became Interested. Here is the 
whole record, those who defended the utility as well as those who 
opposed It, or poked fun at the whole matter. It culminated when 
the Nuttall Club, of Cambridge, took the matter up and discussed 
It formally. And Just here a quotation of three successive titles 
will give a good Idea of what the whole will be, and at the same 
time lift the curtain on a bit of history. I think all readers 
will agree with me that It It vigorous prose, and all those Inti¬ 
mate with the matter will recognize the close adherence to and 
admirably succinct statement of all the facta. I quote:

The inside history of this article is: Some time In January. I87H. Dr. 
Brewer was in my office in Waahlngtoo, where some words nit the •‘ob¬ 
ject mw a little bested toward the close of the interview, when I pro¬ 
posed that It would be well to aak the Nuttall CInb to take up and vlft 
the matter, that we might get at (be facta, if possible. The reply wav 
complimentary neither to the alocertty of my proposition nor totbr 
ornithological ability of tbe club, of which be was a member. 1 soon 
i^r addreaeed to tbe club a communication inviting ibelr atteotiun to 
tbe matter, suggesting a full and fair dlscusalon of the subject In open 
meeting, and reprsMOtlng that tbe club was specially well qnalllled lo 
come to Just conclusions, consisting as it did of a number of working 
ornithologists of recognized ability and experience, who were perfectly 
familiar with tbe tmee av presented In Boston, Carobiidge and vicinity. 
Tbe meeting was soon after held- Notice was sent to the resident 
members of tbe proposed consideratiou of the q'lestion. and corres. 
ponding numbers were also Invited to Uke part In the discnsslun. Dr. 
Brewer for some reason did not attend the meeting. The report of the 
meeting, constituting tbe present article. Indicates that .Mr. J^ A. Allen, 
Mr. William Brewster. Mr. H. A. Purdle. Mr. H. D. Mlnst, Mr Ktilh- 
ven Deane, and others, participated lo the discussion. Mr. Allen's

Brewer, who considered it an unwarrantalde 
herty to take with bis name. " At the close of the discussion a vote 
was taken on the question of whether or not. In the oplolon of those 
present, the further increase of the house sparrow In ibis country was 
desirable. Toe result was a unanimous negative." Dr. Uiewer's rest 
IvensM under the testimony thus offered of experts may be inferred 
from later titles In this bibliography.

By the array of these many pages of unqiiestioneil evidence 
an accumulation of overwhelmlug proof Is presented that those 
who Imported the European sparrow expecting that be was going 
to be of vast utility to os in clearing our gardens and sbaile-lrees 
of Insects, were grandly mistaken; and that If they still adhere to 
this theory It is in the face of facta upon which a candid itiind 
could not fall to form an opposite conclusion. There are revcral 
distinct charges of misconduct and [Misltlve hannfuliicss. on tbe 
contrary, well supported against this bird, who, had enough In 
hie native land, la altogether worse In the unnatural environ¬ 
ment, and unhealthy fostering of this. C'oiuplaiiila are already 
rife of his ruinous raids upon tbe market garden's, Aower-lieds 
and grain-fields of the Eastern states, fur he long ago left the 
crowded city streela where—would he only slug there he would 
be easily tolerated. No doubt his numlmrs are so enormous and 
his dispersion so extensive throughout New England and the 
Middle states that it has become out of the question to h(>|>e to 
eradicate him. But be has not yet got Into the prairie slates to 
very great extent. His strongholds there are few and far apart, 
and beyond the Mlaalsslppl he la hardly known, save at two or 
three points, like Balt Lake City, where be has foolishly been 
carried and planted. If In the thickly settled regions of the 
United States, where towns are frequent, he has already become 
a nuisance and nienance to tbe agriculturist. What Is lo be ex¬ 
pected of him In tbe thinly settled parts, where towns are rate 
and small, and he would be forced to take to the Helds for sus¬ 
tenance! Yet this Is precisely what threatens the western farm¬ 
ers, who have enough to do now to contend jri^h the grasshop¬ 
pers without having the harden of this new pl^ue added to Ihrir 
misfortunes. 

In tbe face of this danger Dr. I niies offers certain suggestions 
looking toward help. He thinks that If vigorous measures are 
taken at once, the peet may be avoided. Hla idea Is to (|uaran- 
tlne the West against them. Every eparrow, pioneer of the east¬ 
ern hosts, who shows Ills head where the bird has never Imen 
seen before, must he killed on the spot. The vanguard of the 
army will thua he kept back. Furthermore, the few Isolated 
centers of sparrow life In the West must be cleared—all the 
sparrows utterly exterminated. This done (or while It Is doing) 
let laws be passed forbldillng the Introduction of any European 
sparrow within the sUte or territory. 

These may seem severe measures but they must. N- adopted In 
substance, or the must serious consequences will ensue, atid these 
birds will become ss depwible a vlallatinii as the grssshop|iers, 
and even more fatal, sInceVhey will not occur at Intervals only, 
but ho perennial in their nili^lef. That they will cat graashop- 
pers and poUUi bugs, unless tmu ere starving or want a few soft 
ones for their young. It Is Idle tS^ expect: while the hsrm they 
will sMrvfg do, unless checked In time Is Incslciitsblc 
Tills pamphlet deserves sod will excite a great deal of Interest.

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THE PROTECTION OF CAME--THE FORCE OF 
PUBLIC OPINION. 

io our list iuue we drew the attention of our re.dem to the 
nceeMlty of educating; the people to the Importance of protect¬ 
ing game a. a potent meana of preKrvlng It from exiermliiatloii. 
At the same time we referred to the system of game laws pro- 
nosed by Forat and Stream, by which the open and close seasons 
all over America should begin and end at the same time, as cal¬ 
culated to destroy Instead of to save from destrucllon our game. 

We had Intended to show In this Issue the reason why such a 
system of legislation Is totally Impracticable, but postpone It 
until next week, as before doing so wu wish to Impress on our 
readers still further the absolute necessity of molding public 
opinion In faror of game protection, and that In no way can it 
l>e done except by agitation of the subject so as to bring it di¬ 
rectly before their attention. 

It is safe to say that while the game laws of every state arc 
not equal to the necessities requIriM) of them, yet In many states 
they are good enongh for all practical pur|K>scs if they were 
backed up by public opinion. The idea that game laws can lie 
framed which of themselves will protect the game is delusive. 
.V practical and oiierative game law Is of but III tie use unless 
there Is some one to enforce it. It la but the wea|ion; It needs 
to be Intelligently handled to accomplish the object for which It 
was framed. What use then Is It if public opinion Is against It 
and refuses to u.se It. It Is but a spiked cannon. 

Not only do we wish the discussion of the subject to be con¬ 
tinued in the journals devoted to the interests of s|>nrtsmeu, hut 
we also wish to see the dally and weekly journals throughout the 
country opened to It. Not like one of our colemporarles does 
the sight of a column or more devoted to Held sports In a non- 
sporting journal produce! a cohh shiver from fear that we shall 
lose a subscriber or two, but on the contrary It pleases us, and 
could we, we would Influence every journal, dally and weekly, to 
add a department devoted to the sports of the field and stream, 
for In this way we would In the most elTectual manner reach Iho 
non-shooting portion of the community, and educate them to an 
intelligent understanding of the question of game protection. If 
these journals, which go Into tamlltcs and are rcail by the class 
of people who are the chief consumers of the game, wouM take 
an Interest In the question and place it In an Intelligent light be¬ 
fore their readers.elther by artlclesof their own crcallon or copied 
from the columns of the sporting press, It would not he long 
before tbe protection of game would not be left to a few sports- 
men. If these people could be made to understand that sanitary 
meanires Influenced legislation In the protection of fish and 
game as well as the desire to save It as an article of food from 
extermination, that tbe very time they were smacking their chops 
over tbe stolen, to them, sweet morsel because illegal. It was un¬ 
clean, they would soon decline to touch it out of season. So 
soon as they realized that by eating It out of season they were 
aliling In Its extermination and that not only would they In the 
future be deprived of It, but that It bad Its Influence In cheapen¬ 
ing living, they would encourage neither the illicit game dealer 
nor the pot-hunter. 

The a^cultural press can do much to place tbe farmers and 
sportsmen In a position that each should hold to the other, that 
the interests of each might be benefltted. But we regret to say 
that Instead of dlscosslog tbe subject Intelligently, showing the 
farmer his duty as a citizen to obey the law, his Interest to pro¬ 
tect the game from destruction, and bow be can benefit himself 
and the community by doing so, many of the agricultural jour¬ 
nals pander to the vilest Influences, arouse the worst feelings, and 
inculcate tbe most damnable doctrines on this subject of game. 
Tbe fanner who would follow such advice as Is often given would 
be a fiend Incarnate. He Is urged to defy the law, to shoot the 
dogs of those who approach within reach of him, and often a 
hint Is given him that a charge of shot Into the sportsman would 
be about right. Now, we are free to confess that there are a lot 
of scoundrels, lawless reprobates, jackdaws In peacock’s feathers, 
who have no respect for the property of a farmer and his un¬ 
doubted right to say who shall shoot over his land, that we would 
like to see treated in this way, and if tbe rabid portion of the 
agricultural press we refer to confined their remarks to such fel¬ 
lows. we should applaud Instead of condemn. Hut the 
trouble Is their denunciations are sweeping and apply 
to spcrfsmm, who are alieay respecters of the rights of 
farmers, as well as loafers. Consequently they make the farmers 
and sportsmen, who ought to be the best of friends, since their 
Interests are mutual, the bitterest of enemies. Surely such 
treatment of tbe subject Is neither In keeping with the Interests 
of the farmers which they are supposed to protect, nor with jus¬ 
tice, nor tbe Intelligence of the age. Gentlemen of the agricul¬ 
tural press, much depends on yon toward the protection of game. 
Much depends on yon toward making country life a feature of 
.\aierlcan Institutions. Destroy the game birds and animals and 
the fishes and you deprive country life of one of Its greatest 
charms. Don’t believe tbe wealth of an agrlcnltural journal Is, 
astraddle of a horse's back, nor In a pig sty, norin a chicken coop 
nor In a butter chum, but make a note of this, that tbe more you 
encourage country life the more you are building up your journ¬ 
als and adding to your wealth. And how can you do It so well 
as by enoouragiug the protection of game and fish. Teach the 
farmer’s eon to be a sportsman and yon will have done something 
toward refining him and making home country life more attract¬ 
ive. Teach him the trap and the snare are the Insignia of tbe 
game thief and tbe loafer: that tbe gun and dog when In Its legit¬ 
imate owner’s hands are tbe Insignia of tbe gentleman—not the 
snob, but the gtntUwum. Do this and yon will be doing some 
good. Contlnne In your present course and you are cutting your 
own throats In a very great measure, for you are fast depriving 
country life of Its greatest channs,and sending tbe country youth 
Io the cities and rdllages. 

There are many dally and weekly journals which devote much 


s|>ace to the sports of the field and stream. In our own city we 
have the Inter Ocean ao<l Tima (the TrOmne is more horse and 
base ball); In Detroit the Free Prea and the Trihnne and Po»t\ 
In Ht. Louis the Olabe-Democrat; In Louisville the Argnt; In Ban 
Krandscothc tthronide; in Bacramento Iho Bee; In Milwaukee 
Peck'e Sun; in Germantown, Pa., the TetcyrapS; and though last, 
nut least, In Cincinnati the Tima and t'ominerciat. These are 
tbe most notable journals which come to our mind at the pres¬ 
ent which devote space to the gun, dog, an<l rod. Tbe depart¬ 
ment In the Ciiiclnnati Tanee is the most ably edited of all of 
them. The veteran who conducts It has an ex|)erlence In Europe 
as well as In this country equalletl by few, surpasserl by none. 
We look to much good accruing from the Intelllgriit as well as 
attractive treatment of the subject within his department. Per¬ 
tinent to the subject Is the following from a recent issue of tbe 
Tima, and is a comprehensive treatment of the game question, 
for It shows not only bow rspid Is the extermination of It, but 
h<vw necessary It la that It should be “ checked by law, or what Is

Ibe moose, tbe wild turkey, the ruffed 
and pinnated grouse, and other varieties of game, will only be known 
lhn>Urh tradition or the moldy and decaylug ep, cim.-ns to be found In 
our cabinets and museums. The buffalo has dlsapp.-sred fr .m Ihe 
eastern ttank of the Mississippi, probably within the menntry of men 
now llvittg. bnt who knows bow lar eastward these noble beasts ranged 
when Captain Smith landed at Jam,stown, and Miles Blandish at Ply- 
niont'i Itockr Surely, thia Is a question w(>rtby the altentiou of tbe 
ntost learned students of ti ttnral st-leure. Th-« writer, while he d-ee 
not pretend to answer It can furnish some lew facts In reg <rd to a sub¬ 
ject of so much Interest. Ue has leason to believe that Ihe easteru 
range of tlie buffalo lu former times extended beyond ti s eastern 
limits of tbe watershed of tbe Mleslssinpi, down the ea- era slope of 
Ihe Alb-gbanles. within the Atlantic Slates, ipil'e to at least the head 
of navigation on Ihe rivers draining that slope. 

The well known place, called tbi* Little Crossing, ou lb*- ereat .Na- 
llonsi Hoad from Cumberland. In .M .rylaiid, to vybeclmg, lu Virginia, 
was so called because It was toe erneeing iilaca it Ihe v real herds of 
Ituffa'o which pastured upon the ma oldcent glades and tshi --lands of 
the .Appalachian range, where the pal ha of the migrating herds may be 
distincily traced to this day. preserved, and washed out in many places 
as they are, by the flow of the i-itrfane water. 

In early yonlh the writer passed luauy happy days in the Glade 
country, which was then the finest gattie preserve of fur. fish and 
feather, this side the Uocky Motitttaltis. Here he frequently hunted 
with an old man named Spurgin, then in his nloeiy-firth year, who had 
himself killed both elk and moose on those glades, and who distinctly 
rememhcred.when a child, picking the marrow front the btim s of a '<nr 
falo killed by hlafatberln the aame lucall'y.

As the 
hahlial of the natural grasses of tbe country, timothy among ibeni. ex 
lends down the Atlantic slope to the beginning of the tide-water conn- 
try, where they are not Indlgenons, It Is fair to assume that Ihe Easteni 
rarge of tbe buffalo was co-exteosive with tbe growth of these grasses. 

.A few elk (icoplfli ere still to be found, we are told. In cerlaln re¬ 
mote nionutaluous counties In Penusylvania.tbe eastern range of ibese 
It -hi,- cervlri doubtless extended as far toward the coast as that iif tb'- 
buffalo, and for Ihe same reasons 

The moose It said still to exist In the monntain wilderness of West 
ern New York, and the visitor to Governor Bt-ymour. near Cllca, may 
now see hanging to a tree In fiont of his ha'I door, the head an-l palm- 
ated Kutlers of an en'irmons bull moose, sldit by Ilia Governor's i-wn 
baud In an adjoinlug county. 

the wild tuikey. exclusively of American otigin. the hoblest of all 
Ihe gallinaceous birds, and on that account itigi-d by Dr. Kranklio as 
the emblem of the Ameilcan jteople. In preference to the rapacious car¬ 
rion rating eitgle. roamed in vast flocks over the whole c •ntliient. from 
Iho bt. Lawrence to tbe Gulf, and from the Alltnilc to the Rocky Moiiu- 
lalus. seems dmimed to early extinction, tbongh. elran^H to say, tbe 
defiant gobble of gal'o-pavo may still be heard on silll mornings lu ihe 
BprIng. ou the Virginia side of the Potomac, within sight of the Na¬ 
tional t'apitol. 

The pinnated grouaa has disappeared so rapidly from bis tormcr 
hnnnts that the exact limits of b a former distribution are lost, even to 
Iradllbtn. bnt tbe writer Is not too young to remember when sports¬ 
men from Philadelphia and Baltimore made regular excursions lo the 
plains of New Jersey in hts pursuit, and within Ihe memory ol men 
now living. Hempstead Plains. Long Island, where Ihe city of the late 
.\. T. .Btewart lifts lie spires, wan famons for grouse shooting. Mr, 
Ueesley, the vice-president of the Cuvier, can probably give the 
exact date of the death of the last grouse killed on tits tiative Long 
Island. Mr.W. Tlto« Evers, a learned arcbieologinl t'l sitortlug matters. 
Informed tbe writer that tbe last bird was set op and was now In the 
pttssesslon of the New York Ulatorical Hoctety, 

The ruffed grouse. In an edible sense far tbe superior of his cousin 
cnpldo. Is evideotly destined to the sime fate, but at a remoter date."

bird.

birdt, except Diaek-breaated plover (Bqaatarole belvMea), red-breasted 
aaodpipar iTrInga eanatas), eblekan plover (Totaons malanoleacns), 
and Wilton's anlpe (Oalllnago Tffllaonf), betwaan tba first day of April 
and tbsfiftaenth day of July In any yoor, or within sold Umnsalla, bays, 
baa In poaeaaalon. or offera for sala, say of nald birds, thall. npon eon- 
vletton, ba pialabad by a fiaa of tofi dollaia for taob aaeb oCaaee.

The stocks on the 
Purdey sud Nock guns, I hsd bent; they were very straight, so 1 ou 
much so that they were almoat useless to me until sfter bending, blj 
One word alMiut tiendlng stocks. I say “don’t;” If you can (u 
shoot the gull with any satisfaction at lirsL you will soon get ac- »ll 
customed to It. The stock ou the Purdey was one of the finest I f,i 
ever saw, hut the steaming and bending spoiled the Onlsb end ee 
In lured the durabllilv of the slock. But It could not be helped; f 
could nol use It while so straight with any degree of comfort. 

I think the English ss s rule use better Judgement then we do m 
in regsrd to the weight sud caliherof their guns. A twelve-bore 
weighing from seven to seven and a half pounds, loaded with | y 
three to three and a half draehms of powder, and one to one and 
one^jighlh ounces shot,will kill a ruffed grouse thirty-live or forty 
yards. And a gun of that weight Is ceitalnly more comfoitable ^

There has lieen but very lltUe sporting with the gun la this local¬ 
ity during the t>ast Fall and Winter. Early In the open season 
qusll were quite plentiful aud several enjoyed a few very sac- 
cessful dsvs hunting. After the big snow storm the guns were 
carefully looked to and layed by, and doge comforUbly provided 
for In their kennels—all walUng anxiously for the opening of 
Spring and the arrival of the ducks snd geese. Well, Spring has 
come and with It the ducks and geese, but they gave us the go-by; 
all the lakee, ijonds and sloughs were nesrly dry, consequently 
but few ducks snd geese stoppeil with us, snd what did remain 
frequented the river, thereby preventing any succesalul bunts. 
Snipes are now wltli us Id sufficient numbers to give us some fair 
shooting. L'eslerday, In company with our Mayor, A. D. Lewis, 
we bpent » few hours tu the ftftenioou on snipes, hrloglng to big 
twenty sutpes aud two teal ducks, sud this on grounds sdjulnlng 
town. We luve a very fair snipe ground six miles out, sud s 
party of four are arranging for a hunt the coming week. Um 
severe Winter together with the granger trap has nearly wiped 
' out poor Bob White. I have been about the country consldere- 
bly this Spring and have only seen four quails. I learn from the 
1 fanners that but very few remalu, and In mauy localltlee none at 
all.

CoNoaNTRATORS .—Editor Chicago Field: In your Issue of 
March 33, I see some one asked you where to get concentrators, 
snd which are the best, aud you very rightly recommended him 
to try those msde by Ksy & Co., of Newsrk, N. J. Both the 
kinds they make are good, but I can, after fair trial, especially 
commend their concentrator called the “ Chip.” Have tried 
them both In guna bored In the old way, and In the modllled 
choke. They make the cylinder bore shoot equal with the modl- 
fled choke, and make the latter equal—and In some Instances— 
snrpsas the majority of full choked guns. In a full choke they, 
of courac, are unnecessary; but In the other stylea of boring 
they give me all of the advantages, snd none of the disadvanta¬ 
ges of the full choke. No gun, however, will shoot concentrators 
well In which the rartrldge chamber has not a gradual taper Into 
the barrel. With a square shouIder,lbe “ Chip” or any concentre- 
' tor, gct« Jammed, aud throws the load all wrong. It Is said that 
barrels have been bulged by concentrators, but 1 have never known 
It U>oc 2 ar; 1 have known of more than one full choked gun not 
^ ( only bulging behind the choke, but, also, blowing clear off. I 
* think the “Kay’’ concentrator, therefore^ far to be preferred.

The Ploughshire country ia oerUlnly not no enay one to ride 
over, although doubtleaa It la looked down upon by the Meltoo- 
lana aa aomeUilDg totally and entirely “ provincial.''

Wild Hog Muitling In CttlironiU. 

Kokomo, Ind. 

Editoh Chicaoo Field:— Your editorial In your paper, 29th 
ult., on wild boar hunting In California, tempU me togive the 
readers of your valuable paper, an amateur experience, which, 
though not blood curdling, was somewhat amusing to those who 
witnessed a part of tbe one-sided “ combat ” 

In the Fall of seventy (1870) while In Bacramento “waiting 
for something to turn up,” a party of three, Mr. Cal. Keesllng 
(uow residing In Balem, Oregon), Jobu Jackson (now living In 
Colorado), and your humble servant, decided on a bunting and 
prospecting trip, among the foot bills In tbe neighborhood of 
Georgetown, Eldorado Co. Jackson and Keesllng were at home 
on a trip of this kind, especially the former, who bad spent the 
most of hia life on tbe plains, and above all both were jolly good 
fellows, wbice Is the tuptiu ultra In camp life. 1 was just verg¬ 
ing Into manhood, tbe right age to enter Into a trip of this kind 
with enthusiasm. Our outfit consisted of a light subsUntial 
spring wagon, drawn by two aa good mnsUogt as could be found 
on the Pacific coast, one of them espedslly. He bore scars of a 
terrible raking, received In a fight between his master (Jackson), 
and an old grlixly. In Central Park, Colorado, the relaUng of 
which caused a firm resolve In my mind. In case I should acci¬ 
dently encounter one, to let him severelv alone, and have since 
found It to be a wise resolve. 

With tbe usual camp “ kit” and arsenal, we found nothing 
larger than jack-rabblu on our trip. After arriving at our des¬ 
tination, a ” ranch” not far from Georgetown, and prospecting 
several days, geUIng hut few colors, we derided on a hunt, and 
on Inquiring found “ tbe biggest game was wild bogs Whew 1 
who wouldn't hunt tbe wild hosri” But after several days’ hunt 
log, and jrettlng bot one shot with tbe Henry, aa tbe chaparral 
and small pines made an underbrush so dense, that to get a shot 
at fifty yards was almost Impossible, we decided to lay In wait, as 
there was a small iiiesdow at tbe lower and of tbe ranch that they 
soraetimrs vlalled al night. But after patiently waiting anil 
watching for several niglile both Kei-allng and .lackaon gave It 
up dei-larliig Ihry dhl not want any wild bog-huntlug In ihclrs. 

I waa Itound to have some hoc, and changed the programme 
to galtlng up bafure daylight, and on the tMrtHnorwIng got my 
first view of two at alsuit one hundred yards distant. In t^ lowar 
part of a V ahapad mnadow. I crawled to wtthln about fifty 
yards of them (aa 1 bail a larga-alxed nary only) and walled for 
more light. Whan light enough 1 fired at ths laigaat, and be 


Instantly commenced whirling around, which caused me to think 
be waa hit oard; the other one came directly for me. 

I thick I retreated In good order, but 1 soon discovered It was 
not me she was after but the place where they had thrown the 
fence down to get In. I fired one shot at her, but with no effect 
The boar then came charging for the same place, but I taw my 
first shot bad broken bis right hind leg, and being half angry at 
myself for allowing tbe other to get away, I closed In on hlm,aiid 
gave him a broadside which proved to be the fatal shot, as he 
went over tbe fence, but on be went; It took but an InsUut to 
make tbe fence, and I pressed him hard for a hundred yard^wheu 
the programme was suddenly changed. He turned on me like a 
Hash, and I think the time made reaching tbe fence was equal u> 
that made by the renowned Lewis WbeUel, uor did be give It up 
until be saw he could not get at me. Then turning more leisurely 
made off again. I was not anxious to pursue tbe second time 
until I saw bim stagger; then I knew It was all day with him. 
Approichlng more cautiously ( gave him a third shut In the nei-k 
and be “ yielded up the ghost.” 

His tusks measured five Inches in length, and we estimate I his 
weight at over two hundred pounds. Afterward,wblle residing In 
Bacramento, I often heard duck hunters speak of the wild hogs in 
the tule swamps, but they said tbe hogs could only be safely 
bunted when the high water forced them to leave their lairs.

On account of 
the lack of constant attrition on rough ground, such as they 
would have had If traversing their native jungle Instead of the 
smooth floor of his cage, Jlni’s claws had hecoine lengthened to 
an unnatural size, and continuing to curve Inward 'had grown 
deeply Into his paws, by which tbe animal was exposed to an at¬ 
tack of lockjaw. Hence the clipping. The well-known animal 
trainer, .Mr. A. J. Forepaugh, was retained for the operation, and 
appeared early this morning at the carnivora house of the '/.im, 
accompanied by Dr. Chapman, physician to the garden; ArlUur 
E. Brown, the superintendeiit, and four keepers. .Mr. Forepaugh 
had provided himself for the operation with a strong Hirec- 
qui^r Inch rope, looped at one end, a long pole and four short 
half-inch cords, also looiwd, a thick, knotty hickory club and a 
pair of sharp wlre-nlppers, aud with these tools pnKeeded to do 
the Job an follows: 

The loop of the larger rope was placed ..ii the end of the long 
pole and thrust into tbe cage. At the Instant, the tiger leaped 
Into tbe furthest corner with a terrific roar which startled the 
other animals, and tbe lions, tigers, leopards, and hyenas all 
howled In chorus. The loop, however, was run over "Jim’s,” 
neck, and he was gradually drawn, In spite of bis struggles, to 
the front of the cage. ” 

Mr Forepaugh now abowed eotieutnrn<iLe coolneae and Judginenl 
and quietly and quickly directed his assIstaiiU to secure the aol’- 
msl to the front of the cage. " .Now bis feel,” and the fore feet 
were In the loops with the aid of an iron w-raper, and tbe tiger, 
bewildered at the tactlcaof bis supposed enemies, shook his husd, 
roareil, and for a few seconds struggled fiercely to get loose, but 
instead of getting loose, opportunity was taken to get the loops 
of the other ropes on the hind feet, and lie was thrown on his 
side, aud drawn up to the front of the cage with his hind feet 
sticking clear through and the fore feet to the edge. 

In this position he was secured and safety cords attached to the 
enda, each one of the latter being held hy one of tbe as Istauts, so 
that as soon as the operation jvae completed all the feet could he 
loosened at once. As soon as the feet were thus secured the 
rope around the neck wax cast off, so that the tiger's head was 
free. One of the keepers was then sutloned near the bead, so 
that In case he bit at tbe ropes binding his feet, or at the opera- 
tor, he could thrust the hard wood knotted club Into hia mouth 
for him to bile on. This became ueceasary so often that tbe hard 
club was chewed Into a pulpy brush. 

"All rrady,” said Mr. Forepaugh, and Uklng In his right hand 
a large, sharp wire clip, bad each Ingrowing claw In turn pried 
from ihe fiesh aud straightened out, and clipped off to the re¬ 
quired alze. Tbe right hind foot waa the worst one of the claws, 
having grown fully an Inch Into tbe flesh, aud by consUnt IrriU 
lion, caused tbe wound to Inflame and feater. Aa soon aa this, 
with a part of Iheoulerehcll, which had been abed Into the wound 
had been removed, the tiger appeared to quiet down and auhmll- 
ted to have the rest of the claws of the same foot clipped with¬ 
out making much sirugging. The right front paw was also badly 
lacerated and Inflamed. The claws were clipped In every case very 
quickly and auecesafully. Aa s(»n aa the claws of etch foot were 
clipped the operator rubbed Imrut alum Into the featered wouudi 
to burn away the proud flesh, and then poured over the wounds 
bal*ain of flr to ht*al the Mine. 

Alter all the claws bad been cipped, .Mr. Forepaugh, stepping 
bwk, cautioned hia aaslatauis to lie read) lo pull Ihe safety cords 
at the word. Bo the animal, freed from all the corda at once 
sprang ro hia legs like a flash, and jum|>ed to tbe rear of the 
(Mge, where he tiral licked his bloody chops, a d aquattlng, tooth- 
|ngly lickrd hU paws, apparenUy satiafled that they werc still In 
his poaw^on, commenced pacing bis cage, showing evident 
tlgna of having experienced great relief from the operaUona per¬ 
formed on him. The whole operation occupied only twenty mln- 
utea, and was very aatlafactory to all parties. In a few daya the 
paws will be examined again for proud flesh-J’AUmlslnflia for-

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Rat Killi!( 0 . —There Is no better 8 |iort than 
a good rat bunt, with two or three ferreta and 
a couple of sharp terriers. Some time ago I 
weut over to a stackyard built near a small 
stream; the banks of the stream were honey¬ 
combed with rats; we put In the ferrets, and the 
rats bultc<l, taking headers Into the stream like 
frogs; we bad a couple of trout landing nets 
with long bandies, and, as the rats swim down 
the stream, we ladled them out for the terriers. 
Altogether, In stream and stacks, we killed 
some thirty or forty rats, and left them lying 
abouu The farmer himself happened to be 
away on that («rtlcular day, but after we were 
gone one of the fann servants collected the rats, 
took them to his master—who paid for rats— 
and got the reward. This was fair enough. 
But that same morning these same dead rats 
were canted over to a neighboring farm, and 
the floor of an old barn was salted with the dead 
rats. .After dark the man turned out with a 
lantern and some sticks, shut the door of the 
barn, and kicked up a row ; Ihe farmer came 
out to see what was the matUT; the mao opene<l 
the door, showed him the straw turned over, all 
the rat holes stopped, and a score or two of dead 
rats. He also paid for them. 1 don't know if 
these particular rats earned any more money. 
But, If any of the neighboring trappers were 
working on tall money, he probably would have 
the last pull out of them. Fifty years ago the 
black rat (now extinct) was very common In the 
houses It lived all over the house, “upstairs, 
downsuirs, and In my lady’s chamber," like 
mice, not like the grey rat, which Is moaHy 
eontined to the drains and lower story. An 
old gentleman used to pay his son (a mere boy) 
so much a tall; sometimes the old geiilleraan 
thought the tails were a little dry and shriveled, 
and suspected that they were not fresh caught 
—In fact, tails that he had seen before; so, 
when produced, he took to throwing them In 
the Are. The Iwy was a clever rat-catcher, and 
the rats were getting scarce, so, when he caught 
them, he would cut off the Ulls merely, letllng 
the old rat go to breiMl! So much for paying by 
tails!—.!. U. B., Im Faneiert' Guide. 


Ibex is the Swiss Ali-s.—D r. A. Gertanner 
publishes some Interesting observations In the 
“ Berne Pest," In connection with the ibex In 
the Swiss mountains. Practically the Ibex has 
become extinct In Switzerland. In the Alps of 
Piedmont there are still some .AUd, whose sur¬ 
vival Is due to the solicitude of the late Victor 
Emmanuel and the assiduity of the forty-five 
Royal Guards whom be appointed to keep watch 
and ward over them. The ll)ex can be readily 
crossed with the common gnat, and though the 
offspring, acc-.rding to Dr. Gertanner, are not 
sterile, they are so Inferior to the original stock 
as not to be worth the trouble of keeping. None 
but animals of pure race can tie turned out with 
any chance of a succesaful result, and the ex¬ 
periment would Involve an outlay on which Its 
promoters have probably not calculated. Several 
Individuals of dllTerent ages would be required, 
for young Ibex, without the guidance of their 
elders, would perish If they were removed to 
mountains with whleb they wrj'e nut familiar. 
.As in the flret Instance their numbers would be 
small, shooting In Ihe district which they fre- 
<iurnled would have to be strictly forlddden for 
several years, and this could not be done with¬ 
out a special law. Then keepers accustomed 
to their habits would have to ^ appointed, nut 
alone to protect them from poachers, but to 
guard them from the Intrusion of tourists, and, 
w the doctor humorously puls It, “ other wild 
animals *' To do all this a very large sum of 
money will be wanted, to say nothing of other 
diflirulties, and Herr Gertanner Is of opinion, 
and the facts be adduces seem fully to bear out 
his conclusions, that unless the conditions he 
lays down can be observed, the project of repop- 
ulatlng the Alpine valleys of Switzerland with 
Ibex had better not be at'empted. 


Poison for Rats and Mice. —An English 
pajier tells of a new poison for rats and mice 
which has been experimented on recently by the 
Xootechnlsal Institute In connection with the 
K<iyal Agricultural College at Proskau. Of all 
the materials experimented with, the most effica¬ 
cious proved to be precipitated carbonate of 
Baryta. This occurs aa a heavy, line while 
powder, devoid of taste or smell, and can lie 
purchased at an ordinary drug store. In the ex¬ 
periments at Proskau a portion of It was mixed 
with four times Us weight of sound barley meal, 
and made Into a stllT paste with water, and 
small pellets of the soft cake Introduced Into the 
holes of the rata, bouse mice and Held mice. One 
great advantage of this preparation is that the 
smallest quantity of It proves fatal. Further, 
it appears to eauae Immediate and complete pa 
ralysis of the bind exiremitles, so that It may be 
assumed that mice eating of It in their boles will 
die within them, and so not prove destructive In 
their turn to domeatleatcd animals that might 
otherwise devour the carcasses. It was found 
In practice that neither fowls nor pigeons 
would touch the |>aate, cither In Its soft state or 
when hardened by the sun, so that Us empley- 
ment is probably free from danger to the occn- 
(lantaoflhe p.iultry yarda Some rabliUs, on 
th« other hami, that got access to the paste ate 
hi artlly af It, and (lald the penalty w Itb their 
lives. .Next to the carlionats of baryta paste 
the ordinary phosphorus pa.ste proved most de¬ 
structive, and this. It was found by experiment. 
Is more at’ractive to the mice In a soft form 
than when hardened Into pills. But It Is con- 
alderaldy dearer than the baryta preparation, an 
Important factor In the calculations of the farm¬ 
er who has to wage war agalnta rodents on at 
all an extensive scale.

Japanmi Dber in Enolisb Pabes.-A tthe 
meeting of the Zoological Society on Tuesday, 
the secretary made an Interesting communica¬ 
tion respecting a herd of Japanese deer ( 6 'sms 
n'lfa) at Powera-court Park, Ireland. From three 
hinds and a stag which were received by Lord 
Powerscourt In I SAD, the herd now numbers 
about eighty. In addition to those which have 
been killed, and others which bare been given 
away for the purpose of eatabllsblng the herds 
elsewhere. The animals require no special care, 
being perfectly hardy, having a very thick 
warm coat In Winter. They appear more ad. 
dicteil to frei|uentlng the woods than the ordi¬ 
nary fallow deer. When young the coat la 
spotted, the spots disappearing with age. In 
the rutting season, which occurs at the same 
time us In the fallow deer, the slugs scream and 
whistle, the latter sound being very like a 
human whistle. The venison la very good, 
though small, being a'uout the size of mutton. 
The beauty and utility of the C'ervus sika makes 
Its useful addition to our limited stock of do- 
iiiesttcatcd animals. 


Milk as a Soporific. —According to the 
“ Pharmacist," It Is a frequent practice in the 
New York Asylum for Inebriates to administer 
to the patients at bedtime a glass of milk to 
produce sleep, and the result Is often found 
satisfactory, without the use of medicine. Med¬ 
icine Is there sometlmea prescribed In milk. It 
has been recently stated In medical Journals 
that lactic acbl has the effect of promoting sleep 
by acting as a s< dative, and this acid may be 
produced In Ihe alimentary canal after the In¬ 
gestion of milk. Can this, then, be the explan¬ 
ation of the action of milk on the nervous sys¬ 
tem after a long continued, excessive use of al¬ 
coholic drink I Sugar, also. Is eapable of being 
converted In the stomach. In certain iiiorbid 
conditions. Into lactic acid; and a lump of su¬ 
gar allowed to disso re In mouth on going 
to bed will frequently sootl^ a restless body to 
quiet and repose .—St ImUflr Amerienu
